4*ith and worlhip a part of the conftiiution of the 
State ; bat at the fame tim * thinks fit to s u f f e r 
the exerctfe of other modes of faith and worlhip. 
T h a n k s be to G o d , the new American States are 
at prefeat ¿rangers ro inch eftablifhments. 
in 
this refpe&, as weli as m any'others, th&y have 
ihe-An, in framing their cont$iiutions, a degree of 
Wtidom and liberality which h ^ % o w aU*p< aife. 


Civil eftablifhmems of forrauiariet of faith and 
worlhip are inconfiitem with the rights of pri­ 
vate judgm ent— T h e y 
in^ender ftrtfe— T h e y 
turn religion into a trade—T h e y (hoar up error-— 
T h e y produce hypocrify and prevarication«— 
T h e y lay an undue byafs on the hum an mind i.*i 
i n inquiries, ahd obitrudl the progrels oi truth.— 
Genuine religion is a concern that lies ennreiy 
between G o d and our own fouls# 
It is incapa­ 
ble of receiving any aid from huronn Jaws. 
It 
is contaminated as icon as worldly motive» and 
fan&ions m ik their influence with it. 
Sf ¿tefirucn 
fhould countenance it onl^ by exhibiting in their 
own example a confcientious regard to it in thole 
forms which are mart agreeable to their own 
judgments, and by encouraging their fellow- 
citizsns in doing the fame. 
T h e y eannot as 
public mtn give it any other afliftance. 
Ait befiJes 
that has been called a public leading in religion, 
has done it an eifcntial injury, and produced 
forte of the worft confequeoces.

defirer mercy and not facrifice (benevolence ra­ 
ther than ritua’ij that loving him with all ouf 
hcirtr. and loving our neighbour as ourfclves, ia 
the whole of our d u t y ; and that in every oattoii 
he that feareth him and worketh righteoufoefa 
ii accepted of him.

poral emoluments, and to look forwards to a flato 
beyond the grave, where a government of per­ 
fect virtue will be erased under that Meifiaii 
who has t a/led death fir every man*— W h a t have thp 
-powerr of the vvcrld to do with fuch a religion ? 
If diiclaim» oil connexion with ttietn ; it Utldo 
it» way at firft in oppoiitioa to them ; and as f ix 
as it is now upheld by them, it is diihonoured 
and viiified. 


T h e injury which civil eftabliihmerits do to 
Chriftianity may be iearnt from 
the following;

B ji the language of the fia^ 
tncrs ot church eftabiifhments i* “ W e have au~ 
*i tkcrity in controverftii of faith and power to decree

W e are the deputies of 
“ Chrift upon earth, who have been commiftiori* 
'* ed by him to ‘n erpret his laws, and to rufa 
“ his church, 
Vou murt therefore follow u s ,

It is evident, as the excellent H o A P t T ha» 


fhewn, tfut thftfe claims turn Chrift out of tfte 
government of his own kingdom, 
and 
placa 
uiurpers on his throne.——^ T h e y are therpfor* 
derogatory ro his h jnor ; and a fubmifBon to 
them is a breach of the allegiance due to him* 
They h tve been nimoft fatal to true Chriftianitv j 
and attempts to entorce them by eivil penalties, 
have watered the Cnridian world with the blood 
of faints and martyrs.
